Live stock and 
crop rotation- including legumes, 
alfalfa and 1 sweet clover, and cul¬ 
tivated crops such as grains, sun¬ 
flowers, corn and, potatoes, twill 
plut farming on a more p-ermaneA 
and profitable basis- 
Farmers and business men must 
realize it;hat conditions such as 
have prevailed the past few years, 
from 119116 rtf"-™ n>34;-^-emphasize 
need for a more reliable source of 
wealth than sjmall grain. This is 
heca'ulse of poor crops, produced 
at high cost,, and ; low grain prices 
for all flar.mi products. Many 
farmers have faced ruin, and this 
condition threatened every other 
line of business. The 1923 crop in 
many localities was entirely ruin¬ 
ed by rust at the last minute be¬ 
fore harvest, and drouth serious¬ 
ly damaged j t|he 1924 crop. Heavy 
winds, drifting soil, drouth, 
floods, heat, frosts, insects, in¬ 
crease in growth of weeds, rust 
and -other plant, diseases, are all 
contributing to the failure of I 
crops. Oldfer farming regions have 
gone through similar conditions 
and changed to a more diversified 
diversity of crops. Ther e is too 
much risk in depending on a sin¬ 
gle crop. 

When the inevitable change to 
diversified farming is trade, pris- 
p'erity will return, because the 
farmers quit depending on small 
grain. They go into livestick. 
dairying, hogs, chickens, sheep; 
grow corn, clover, potatoes and 
other cropis which are not affect¬ 
ed 1 bjy su|ch conditions as ruin the 
wheat. They grow their living 
and have something to sell every 
week, instead of buying all the 
time- 

Fifty years ago >t(he centre of 
spring wheat production was in 
Minnesota; now it is West o'f the 
Red River Valley and north of 
International line. Southern Min¬ 
nesota today is in the great live¬ 
stock, dairying, corn and 1 clover 
region, and land is worth ten 
times what it was during the 
wheat growing period. They grow 
wheat and other small grains 
jstilJ- but only in rotation with 
other crops. They have a diver¬ 
sified system: of farming and have 
overcome many of the difficulties 
(Continued on page 6)

Diversified Farming 

The fundamental consideration 
for the future prosperity of this 
any other agricu'ljtlural section, is 
maintaining the productive pow¬ 
er of the soil. : Decreasing yields, 
weeds, insects, plant diseases, and 
blowing of the soil, are indica¬ 
tions that a change should be 
made with a 'view of controlling 
these troubles. Crop production 
may be influenced to a large ex¬ 
tent by weather or climatic Con¬ 
ditions ; the skill, energy and 
science e(m,ployed by the farmer; 
th e most important factor, how¬ 
ever, is the fertility of the soil, 
proportionately small amount of 
nitrogen, phosphorous, potassium 
and vegetable m a title r—humus— 
are the fanner’s capital stock, hi/ 1 
bank account. Nonm/al rich soils 
contain in the top seven inches, 
p|er acre approximately 8000 
pounds of nitrogen, 2000 pounds 
of phosphorous, 20-.0100 pounds of 
poit'assiumi. The top seven inches 
of an acre of soil (weighs approx¬ 
imately 2,0001)00101 pounds. Soils 
require proper handling, so that 
these small amounts of! plant food 
are available, or there -will he no 
crop- 

One-iCroji System Robs The Soil 

The onc-crop'Vystem of grain 
farming draws niiore heavily on 
the plant food in the soil than 
any other system, as no provision 
is made for returning anything 
for ivhat- is taken out. The grain 
is sold, and often the straw and 
even soimie of tli e stubble is burn¬ 
ed, leaves Itfhe soil poorer to the 
extent of the full amount, of plant 
food required to produce the crop. 
It takes frolml the soil approxim¬ 
ately twenty-five cents worth of 
fertility itb produce one bushel of 
wheat. When the bushel of wheat 
is hauled away from the land and 
sold, then that fertility 
is glone, and the soil is much poor¬ 
er It is not possible to entirely 
deplete the soil in a. short time, as 
only a smiall percentage of the 
necessary elements become avail¬ 
able each year, depending large¬ 
ly on how the soil is handled. 

Nothing in the world responds 
more readily to fair treatment 
than the soil, but there is no re¬ 
ward for the soil robber or shift¬ 
less far)mier. Have our soils re¬ 
ceived fair treatment? They have 
been plowed, sumimerfallowed, 
planted, harvested burned, past¬ 
ured, driven over, allowed to be¬ 
come weedy, blow away, and rob¬ 
bed indiscriminately. Only the 
natural fertility, the actual suffic¬ 
iency of moisture aud the fact 
that the surface is frozen half the 
time, has enabled itjhe soil in this 
region t/o withstand sulch treat¬ 
ment. to the extent it has- The 
grain farmer robs th e soil of its 
fertility, Ibecaus-e he puts noitlhing 
back for what he takes away. Old 
wheat land, manured, planted t!o 
a cultivated crop, a clover or 
grass crop, may be made to double 
i: 'r treble the yield of crops. Add¬ 
ing active organic ma/tter to de¬ 
cay and liberate plant food and 
improve the physical condition of 
the soil, is what is needed,

Our Oil Resources 

In order tiol assist* all we can in 
developing the industries of Al¬ 
berta we have arranged with Mr. 
Dinning, who has been one of onr 
most capable civil servants, to 
I take a year off from the Liquor 
control work, and spend his time 
investigating the industries of the 
province. Mr. Dinning has finish¬ 
ed the salt industry, make a thor¬ 
ough investigation of the coal and 
oil industries. His work: will be to 
advise the Government as to what 
changes could he made and w'hat 
assistance can be given to assist 
in |tbe development of these in¬ 
dustries. 

The Natural Resources 

As to the natural resources 
question—there will toe attempts 
made during this election to con¬ 
fuse the issue. The matter had 
been taken uipi prior to 1921, but 
not even a semblance of an agree¬ 
ment had been reached- He took 
the ImialUter up first with the prov¬ 
inces of Manitoba and Saskatch¬ 
ewan, and then found that it 
would be impossible, on account 
of Albert's having 1 much more val¬ 
uable resource, to conlthuie to 
work with them, so realized that 
we would have to negotiate by 
•ourselves. 

x\fter further discourse on this 
subject the Premier went on to 
speak on that imlost vital point of 
interest: Markets for farm pro¬ 
duce. 

Markets for Farm Products 

In regard to agriculture there 
are things we can do and some¬ 
things we. cannot do. In the first 
place we can assist in (lie devel- 
opm|enlt| of markets, and this we 
have been turning our attention 
to. I believe that the market of 
the future lies tjo the westward, 
to a large extent in the Orient- 

We have been experimenting 
with livestock to se e to whalf ex¬ 
tent we can find markets there.’ 
We have been working for the 
improvement of the Western 
Route, We took up the question 
of freight rates which were finally 
reduced from the imiountain to the 
prairie scale. We 'fought for the 
Crow’s Nest rates and have se¬ 
cured by act of Parliament these 
rates 0n o' 111 ' grain, Which means 
a reduction of twenty per cent. 

The Premier spoke on ‘‘The 
Wheat Pool and Politics” and 
‘‘Attitude Towards Organized La¬ 
bor” and concluded is remarks 
bor.” and in concluding his re¬ 
marks said : 

We want something better than 
the party syslHelm! for Alberta: we 
want those peio'ple to go to Ed¬ 
monton to toe able to face the 
questions ittliat. affect our homes 
and ouir 'children, and forgetting 
all about artificial divisions, to 
try and solve these problems from 
the viewpoint only of trying flo 
improve the welfare and the con¬ 
dition of the people of this Prov¬ 
ince.

Older squaws, envi¬ 
ous, but perforce resigned, mut¬ 
tered as their own stem-faced, 
stolid red masters ordered them 
to keep close. Of the full-bloods, 
whether Sioux or Cheyennes, only 
those drunk w(er e other than sul¬ 
lenly silent and resentful as they 
watched the (white man’s orgy at 
Old Laramie wn the Fourth of 
July of 1848.
